EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows:

g. In claim 22, line 6, change "polygonal" to "a polygonal". 

h. In claim 23, line 5, change "polygonal" to "a polygonal". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. With respect to claim 1 , the applicant has defined the phrase "kept at a minimum" 
to require the walls to have a thickness of 0.5mm to 1 .0 mm (See, Reply to Office Action 
of September 30, 2003, pg. 9, second paragraph). Hence, claim 1 and claims 
depending therefrom require this measurement limitation. 

4. Claims 1, 13, 19 and 23 and claims depending therefrom are allowed because of 
the wall size limitation of 0.5mm to 1 mm and the polygonal shape of the apertures. 
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Art Unit: 3641 

5. Claims 20, 21 and 22 are allowable because of the polygonal shape of the 
apertures and bodies and the annular rim (claim 20), bores for attaching to an object 
(claim 21 ) and fasteners extending through the apertures (claim 22).
